The island, which is about 18 miles long and 13 miles wide, 
contains a population of about 150,000 inhabitants, one-third of 
whom reside in Funchal; and a prosperous trade is carried on by 
Portuguese, British and German merchants. The place being 
essentially a winter resort, there are numerous hotels, as well as a 
residential colony of visitors during about six months of the year, 
all of which, it is considered, might reasonably be counted upon as

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probable subscribers. Five coaling companies, as many wine houses, 
banks, sugar and flouring mills carry on extensive trade operations 
throughout the island. 

Portions of the island being wooded, it is possible that suitable 
wooden accessories could be had and obtained from these woods. 

The only difficulty, Capt. Boyle considers, might be in securing 
a permit, which the Lisbon Government alone could grant. 
If, he adds, Portuguese money could be interested in the concern, 
it would simplify matters considerably, for such influence would be 
an important consideration. Properly managed and financed, it 
would be a success. At the moment there are only two private 
telephones of no great length in the island. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 3,811.)

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PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION INTO ARGENTINA OF 
HAMS TREATED WITH BORACIC ACID. 


With reference to the notice on p. 227 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd May, relative to the prohibition of importation 
into Argentina of hams treated with boracic acid, H.M. Minister 
at Buenos Ayres has received a communication from the Argentine 
Minister for Foreign Affairs pointing out that the rejection of hams 
so treated is necessitated by the terms of the Argentine Animals 
Sanitary Police Law, and advising that the matter be brought to 
the notice of exporters of products of animal origin from countries 
where the employment of boracic acid as a preservative is per- 
mitted. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Stettin—H.M. Consul at Stettin (Mr. R. Bernal) reports that a 
falling-off in the number of enquiries received by him from British 
firms “desirous of exporting goods is to be noticed since the new 
customs tariff came into force in Marc +h, 1906. In the opinion of 
a British commercial traveller, who has lived in Berlin, the 
increased spending power of the population would, in many 
instances, counterbalance the higher rates of duty payable on 
imported goods, so that British produets can still find a market 
if: pushed by a German-speaking traveller calling in person on 
buyers. Offers by letter, &c., are stated to be of little use. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 5,310.) 

Shanghai—T'he following remarks are extracted from a report on 
the trade of Shanghai by Mr. Archibald Rose, of H.M. Consular 
Service :— 

‘‘ After the Russo-Japanese war, as was the case after the war in 
South Africa, it was expected that markets would open up with 
wonderful rapidity and great preparations were made for the event. 
The country, however, has been slow to recover from the effects of 
the war; communications have been difficult, the population poor, 
and the Japanese have used every possible opportunity to introduce 
their goods into a market which has in the past been one of the 
most valuable outlets for British and American products distributed 
from Shanghai. It was only natural that the Japanese should avail 
themselves of the immense advantages offered by the duty-free port 
of Dalny and the railway which w orked into the ver y heart of the 
Manchurian markets. Newchwang has always been closely i in touch 
with the big piece-goods firms at this port, and it is there that 
British interests have been predominantly established. During the 
past year, however, an entire change has taken place, and, apart 
from the goods which entered the country direct from Japan, there 
was a regular traffic from Shanghai direct to Dalny, where goods 
entered duty free. There can be little doubt that the Japanese are 
making a bid for the cotton cloth trade.of Manchuria, and the 
increased number of spindles and the new mills established by 
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them during the year all show activity and a keen spirit. of 
competition. For the present the Japanese spinnings which have 
entered the country are not as favourably spoken of as those of 
Manchester, but the markets will need careful watching and 
energetic working as soon as it is possible to gain a fair footing in 
the country again. 

‘Tn reviewing the tr ade of the whole year | 1906] one is forced 
to the conclusion that temporary conditions in Shanghai have been 
bad, but that there is a practical certainty of steady and increasing 
de .velopment for the future. ‘The present fall in the price of silver 
will be of the greatest assistance to the over-stocked market, and 
the prospects for next year are, therefore, considerably brighter. 
It is impossible to ignore the fact that conditions are changing in 
the business life of this port, more rapidly and more vigorously, 
perhaps, than in any other part of the Far East. Continental and 
American firms are entering the field filled with energy and with 
all the business-like promptitude of a modern commercial training. 
Large sums have recently been spent by Manchester firms in 
sending travellers to this market, but it is difficuit for them to 
make any real headway, and | am strongly of opinion that young 
and energetic firms on the spot, who have a knowledge of their 
business and their customers, and who are willing to do pioneer 
work, are likely to prove most successful in creating new demands 
and introducing new goods. The keen competition which is now 
springing up in Shanghai makes it necessary for the man on the 
spot to watch the market and to discover every possible opening 
for new products. . . : . The usefulness of a knowledge of 
the colloquial has been so widely discussed that there is little more 
to be said on the subject, though the conviction remains that the 
value of the personal integrity, the firmness and decision of the 
British merchant as compared with his Oriental rival can never be 
fully estimated until he is able to enter into direct relations with 
the natives through the medium of their own language. ; 
Throughout the province of Shantung I have seen travellers doing 
thorough and effective work for a German firm which is pushing 
cotton thread and yarn, whilst in every province Japanese pedlars 
are working into the very heart of the country with the preducta 
of Japan. The first flush of Western education has given to the 
provincial populations a sudden desire for new things, and it’ has 
created a demand for which these people are learning to cater. 
For the present such considerations may be of little interest to the 
wealthy piece-goods firms of Shanghai, who rely upon their old- 
established connexions, and who are able to trust to their large 
wholesale transactions with the influential native merchants estab- 
lished here, who are, moreover, on firm ground, owing to their 
command of an international credit which still seems distant from 
the purely Chinese undertaking. At the same time there is‘in 
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China a vast field of new activity for the British business man who 
is willing to work hard in understanding his subject, and I hope 
that the above paragraph may prove suggestive to those manufac- 
turers at home who would be glad to find among the millions of 
China a new and profitable outlet for their produce.”

MINING INDUSTRY OF NORWAY, 


The following particulars relating to the mining industry of 
Norway are extracted from a report furnished by H.M. Minister at 
Christiania :— 

The Norwegian mining industry is at present not very large, 
but, owing to the reported success of the manipulation of low- 
grade iron ores, it appears to show signs of considerable develop- 
ment. Below are given a few details of the different minerals 
found in the country, but it should be noted that foreigners are 
prevented by the new law (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 11th 
October, 1906, pp. 79-80) from acquiring mines without permission 
granted by the King 

The total value of the mineral production in 1905 is stated to 
be 426,500/., and the value of the products of the smelting houses 
125,400. 

Silver.—The Kongsberg silver mines belong to the Government. 
The profit accruing to 
the State in 1905-6 was 55,6001. 

Copper.—The oldest copper mines are those of Roros. An 
electrical establishment there is worked by water power. The ore 
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smelted contains about 5 per cent. of copper. The production in 
1906 was 680 tons of copper and 13,500 tons of pyrites. The 
Sulitjelma copper mines in Saiten, in N ordland, are worked for the 


same class of ores as at Roros. They were opened in 1887, and pro-- 


duce 107,000 tons of ore and 600 tons of copper. The Alten copper 
mine, belonging to Sulitjelma, employs 280 men. Some 5,000 
tons of ore are produced. ‘The Aamdal copper mines in Telemarken 
are old: they produce 500 tons of ore containing 20 to 21 pei 
cent. of copper. Other copper mines are situated at Lyngen, 
Bosmo, Hopen, near Bod6é, where a new rich ore is said to have 


been found ; at Killingdal, in the Guldal ; at Kjoli, in the same: 


district ;.at Foldal, in Osterdal; at Orkedal, which will be reached 
by a railway this year, and where a power station has been erected, 
so that in 1908 it is expected that 100,000 tons of ore will be 
exported; and at Meraker, where works on a large scale are 
planned. Besides the above there are also other smaller mines. 
he total production of copper in Norway was about 1,300 tons in 
1906, which at 87/. 10s. per ton represents a value of 113,750/. 
In addition, about 190,000 tons of pyrites are stated to have been 
produced, of which about one-third went to Sweden and Denmark. 
In 1906, 4,300 men were employed, and the total value of the 
production is set down at 420,0001. 

Iron.—The company’s* venture, which is situated near the 
Arctic Circle, is expected to come into full working order shortly. 
Already, as an experiment, some briquettes have been sent to 
England, where the smelting is reported to have been most satis— 
factory. Other companies are starting, all on the magnetic: 
separation system, the object being to make from the low-grade 
ores (1.e., 30 to 40 per cent.), which have hitherto been unwork- 
able, briquettes of pure iron, and thus save freight, &c. 

On the north side of the Ofoten Fjord, there are two Swedish 
companies at work; at Salangen, in the south of the Trondhjem. 
district, a German company is starting on a very large scale ; 
in other places preparatory works have also been commenced. 
The iron ore deposits in South Varangen have been taken over: 
by a company half Norwegian and half foreign. At Naes there: 


are also iron works, as well as at Arendal and: Fehn, besides other 


mines of lesser importance. 

In 1905, 60,557 tons of iron ore were shipped from Norway, and im 
1906 the amount was expected to be about 70,000 tons, but when 
the above-mentioned mines come into regular work, Norway wilk 
be a large iron-producing country. It is only a very few years. 
since the Swedish mines at Gellivara and Kirunavara started 
work, yet last year they exported in transit through Narvik 
1,593,000 tons of iron ore. Now that the difficulty of separation 





* British. 
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and briquetting seems to have been overcome, there is no reason 
why the Norwegian export should not rise in like proportion, as 
the quantity of low-grade ores is said to be inexhaustible. 

Coal.—Coal is said to exist on the island of Andéen and at 
Spitzbergen, but it is understood that the Spitzbergen coal is of 
poor quality, and has not, so far, been able to compete in price 
with English coal at Bergen. 

The cobalt mines at Modum were abandoned in 1898. Chromite 
occurs chiefly in the neighbourhood of Réros. Zine ores to an 
annual value of 2,500/. are mined at Skoger, near Drammen. 
Apatite is found in the Bratsberg district. Feldspar, value about 
17,800/., and mica are found near Arendal, also molybdenite to 
the value of about 3,400/. a year. 

Soapstone is found in several places, and, owing to its heat- 
retaining properties, is beginning to be used for making stoves, 
<&c., as it is easily worked. Practically the whole of the Cathedral 
at Trondhjem is built of soapstone. 

Roofing slates are produced in Valdres and Gudbransdalen. 

Granite is exported in large quantities. 

Whetstones are quarried in Telemarken, and hewn stone, 
syenite and porphyry are also produced. Limestone is found near 
Christiania and elsewhere, and rich strata of marble, white, blue- 
white, or grey-white, is found in Nordland, near Fauske. The 
export is mostly to Denmark. The layers at Fauske are said to be 
600 feet thick, and can be followed for 10 miles. The output is 
therefore only dependent on the demand. 

A calcium carbide company (English) has rented water power 
at Odda equal to 18,000 horse-power to work 30,000 tons of carbide. 

Although not exactly &@ mine, an English company has, near 
Flekkefjord, a factory for the production of “ kieselgur,” which is 
obtained from the bottom of a lake, and is used in making 
dynamite. 

The following is a sample of some of the terms of concessions 
recently granted to foreigners. 

In a Cabinet Council held on the 11th February, 1907, a conces- 
sion was granted to a company which, under the name of “ Hade- 
lands Bergveerk,” will work the zinc mines situated near Grua 
railway station, 33 miles from Christiania. A sum of about 
3001. 1s to be paid for the granting of the concession. The new 
company, which consists chiefly of German and Belgian share- 
holders, will start with a capital of 32,000/., which may be increased 
to 50,0001. The seat of the company is to be in Norway, and 
more than one-half of the board of directors are to be Norwegians. 
The officials and workmen of the Company are to be exclusively 
Norwegians, subject, in special cases, to the dispensation of the 
Department of Mines. Norwegian materiale shall, as far as possible, 
be used. Annual reports as to the working of the mines are to 
be made to the authorities. 
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On the 10th January, 1907, a concession was granted to a com- 


pany, which, under the title of 


‘“‘ Salangens 


Bergveerks 


Aktieselskab,” will work the Salangen iron ore deposits in North 


Norway. The following were the chief conditions on which the 
concession was granted:—At least one-third of the board of 
directors are to be Norwegian citizens : 
workmen shall be exclusively engaged, and Norwegian material 
chiefly used: the mines shall be in regular work before 1910. The 
payment to the Norwegian State for the concession is about 2,000/.

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H.M. Minister remarks that the above figures do not 
show a very satisfactory development of the colonial trade, 
with the exception of that of St. Thomas and Principe, where, 
owing to the progress in the cocoa industry, the exports 
show a steady and progressive increase from 880,000I. in 1900 to 
1,550,000/. in 1905. The commercial situation of the Portuguese 
Possessions in India is also satisfactory, but the trade of the other 
colonies has remained almost stationary or shows a positive decrease 
in recent years. 

The figures for Angola, though there has been a revival of pros- 
perity since 1902, are particularly unsatisfactory, and the vaiue of 
the exports of this great province, with an area of more than 
485,000 square miles, were less in 1905 than in any year since 
1890, with the exception of 1901 and 1902. 

This depression is attributed in the Portuguese press to three 
causes :— 

1. The reckless working of the rubber forests, which constitute 
the principal wealth of the colony ; 

2. The competition of the neighbouring Congo Free State, 
where the commodities for which rubber is bartered can be im- 
ported cheaper than under the high tariffs of the Portuguese 
colony ; and 

3. The blow dealt to the distilling industry by the First Brussels 
Liquor Convention. 

The apparent prosperity of Mozambique is due to the large and 
growing transit traffic with the Transvaal. The exports of the 
colony, which is considerably larger than France, amounted (exclu- 
sive of gold) to only 278,000/. in 1905—less than in any of the 
preceding four years. ‘The colony is beginning to produce gold, 
and some attention has recently been paid to the development of 
this industry. The production of gold in the territory of the 
Mozambique Company amounted in 1905 to 1,998 ounces from 
crushings, and 165 ounces from alluvial deposits. Special faci- 
lities are being given for the development of the Manica district, 
which, it is stated, shows promise of considerable mineral wealth 
both in gold and copper. Similar facilities are also being given 
by the Zambesia Company, in whose territory gold is already being 
worked at Missale and in the neighbourhood of Chifumbase, w hile 
preparatory work has been begun at Machinga and Pamba. 





JAPANESE IMPORT TRADE IN COTTON YARNS AND 
TEXTILES. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Yokohama (Mr. EK. M. 
Hobart-Hampden) reports that the imports of cotton manufactures 
into Japan last year amounted to 1,103,461/. During the year 
the Japanese mills were more and more able to cater for local 
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requirements, and there is'no doubt that in the near future 
ordinary grey goods will follow the case of T-cloths and of 7 and 
84-lb. shirtings, and be exclusively manufactured in Japan, 
although the importation of the better class 9-lb. may continue 
for some years; on the other hand, Japanese weaving establish- 
ments are not yet capable of turning out cambrics or gassed 
shirtings, and it is thought that there will be an increased 
importation of such cloths for some time. 

The imports of yarns amounted to 355,424/. The importation 
of common counts continved up to the end of 1906, but it is 
believed that they are no longer being sent from Lancashire, as the 
increase in the number of spindles in Japan will enable local mills 
to satisfy the requirements of the market. Fine counts may be 
imported up to the end of 1907, but after that Japanese mills will 
probably suffice to supply all the demands of the country. 

In fancy goods the cessation of the war has brought about a 
considerable increase in consumption, and trade in this article is 
likely to show a gradual expansion. 

Fast black Italians have gradually supplanted the old union 
makes, and there is likely to be an increase in the future in 
umbrella cloths. During 1906 this increase amounted to 755,861 
yards. 

In white shirtings keener competition may be expected in the 
near future from Japanese sources, since a new company has been 
formed, backed by the most pow erful merchants interested in this 
article. 

Demand for drills and for ducks has practically completely sub- 
‘sided on account of the termination of the Government demand. 
It is not likely that these goods will be imported in bulk in the 
future since they can successfully be made locally. There has 
been an increased demand for velvets, and this trade, which for 
some years has shown a diminution, appears to have regained 
recently some of its lost popularity. 

The year 1906 was one to be remembered in consequence of the 
extreme prosperity of the spinning and weaving industry in Japan. 
Profits were phenomenal, and a large increase in the number of 
spindles is the result. In addition to increases, several new 
companies have been started, and the expansion is likely to 
continue for the next 18 months, since early delivery of machinery 
could not be obtained. The mills are sold well ahead and have 
contracts which would keep the spindles busy until towards the 
end of 1907. 7 

Generally there has been a disposition to favour the British 
rather than the German trader, at any rate on equal terms. There 
has been more direct importation by Japanese, and this competition 
is likely to increase ; such merchants, however, frequently have but 
little capital, generally over-trade, and go under in bad times.

The proposed Bill is, it is stated, published for general informa- 
tion, and provides, inier alta, for the importation, exportation and 
warehousing of goods in the Colony and Protectorate of Southern 
Nigeria and protected territories adjacent thereto, whilst various 
schedules are included in the Bill specifying the limits of the ports 
and sub-ports, warehouse rents payable, forms of import and export- 
entry, and form of invoice required for goods imported. 

Rules are also given relating to drawbacks and also to the 
importation and exportation of goods by inland navigation from 
and to the Colony of Dahomey and the Cameroons.

SEYCHELLES. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
copy of an Ordinance (No. 13 of 1906) imposing 
a surtax of 5 per cent. on all customs duties 
payable on goods imported into the Colony of the 
Seychelles, except in the case of the following articles mentioned in 
items 23 and 24 of Schedule B of Ordinance No. 37 of 1903, viz. : 
wines, articles of millinery (articles de mode), both finished or 
unfinished, artificial feathers, metal clasps or buckles, ribbon, lace, 
and all articles made use of by milliners and modistes for purposes 
of ornamentation. 

The Ordinance, which came into force on Ist January, 1907, 
also provides for the imposition of a surtax of 10 per cent. on all 
fees payable for business, profession or trade licences under 
Ordinance 7 of 1905.

SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of ‘‘ The Sale of Poisons 
Ordinance, 1906 (No. 1 of 1906),” which was 
enacted by H. M’s. Commissioner for the Somali- 
land Protectorate, on 21st November last. 

The Ordinance provides that no person may import or sell 
poisons in the Protectorate, unless such person holds a licence 
issued by the Commissioner or other appointed officers. The 
licences are, according to Rules issued under the Ordinance, to be: 
valid for one year from the date of issue, and the fee payable for 
each licence is 50 rupees.

With reference to the notice which appeared at pp. 314-5 of the 
Emnevtadion of ‘Board of Trade Journal ” for the 16th May, 
Pectaiin: Meaines the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through 
th the Foreign Office, of a copy of a despatch 
cumpepten wet from H.M. Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
Threshing aah dite + naiaeb ian’ tl 
Washinnn reporting that the new regulations ‘respecting 
the admission into Russia of portable engines 
connected with complex threshing machines and steam ploughs 
under No. 167 (5) of the Tariff, at the rate of 75 copecks per poud, 
were published in the “ Financial Gazette ” of 20th May/2nd June. 
These regulations embody without modification the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee appointed to consider the matter—full 
particulars of which were given in the above-mentioned notice— 
and contain, in addition, a clause to the following effect :— 

In those cases where the measurements of portable engines and 
threshing machines do not correspond with or are not provided for 
by the measurements given in the present circular, the importer, 
when appealing against the decision of the Customs Author ities, 

must furnish the Customs Department with drawings or plans of 
the goods, together with the measurements of the ‘drums of the 
threshing machines (the length and diameter), the diameter of the 
cylinders, the action of the piston, the heating surface, the number 
of revolutions, and the pressure of steam in the boiler. The 
latter details, i.e., the number of revolutions and the steam pres- 
sure, if not indicated on the portable engines, must be taken from 
the factory invoices and specifications. 





DANISH WEST INDIES (ST. THOMAS & ST. JAN). 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
New Customs  °°PY and translation of a Law respecting 
ation Baer Customs Duties in the Danish West India 

; Islands of St. Thomas and St. Jan. The 
principal provisions of this Law, which came into force on Ist 

April last, are as follows :— 


I.—Import Duty.—The general rate of import duty is raised 
from 3 per cent. to 6 per cent. ad valorem. This duty is assessed 
on the value of the goods at the last place of exportation, 
including all costs and charges incurred in placing the goods free 
on board at the last place of exportation. Import duty on ships, 
boats and other craft will continue to be paid in the manner 


enacted by the Ordinance of 8th September, 1871. 


II.—Duty-free goods.—The following articles are admitted free 
of duty :-— 
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1. All goods imported for public use for the account of the 
Danish State treasury or the Colonial treasury. 

2. Fresh fish and turtles ; fresh fruit and vegetables for food ; 
coals ; mules and asses; printed books and papers; gold 
and silver in ingots and coins; second-hand wearing 
apparel and furniture used by and belonging to the 
importer. 

3. Casks for sugar, rum and molasses; staves; héadings ; 
hoops; agricultural implements; implements for sugar 
boiling and rum making, and for sugar mills; mill 
timber ; fire bricks; machinery and detached parts of 
machinery ; manure ;—provided always that the said 
articles are imported for use in St. Jan and not landed at 
St. Thomas. If, however, the articles are landed at St. 
Thomas they shall pay the general import duty of 6 per 
cent. ad val.; the duty thus paid to be refunded in case 
it be proved satisfactorily to the Customs department 
that the goods have subsequently been put to use for 
agricultural purposes in St. Thomas or St. Jan. 

4. All goods on which duty has been paid in St. Croix, and 
which are imported in Danish vessels, and accompanied by 
clearance showing that such duty has been paid in St. 
Croix. 

5. All productions of St. Croix imported in Danish vessels.

direct ascertainment of the strength by means 
of hydrometers and thermometers only, and 
of which the apparent alcoholic strength does 
not exceed the actual strength by more than 
5 per cent. of the content, are not taxed as 
‘‘liqueursand other similar distilled beverages” 
but according to the actual strength, provided 
the importer has correctly stated in his 
declaration not only the apparent but also the 
actual alcoholic strength. 

For varnish and all other liquids prepared 
with alcohol, and not being beverages, as well 
as for spirits of wood and ali liquids prepared 
Jrom or mixed with the same, the duty is to 
be imposed on the basis of a strength of one 
hundred per cent. 

The Governor-General, however, raay grant 
freedom of import duty subject to the 
necessary regulations: (1) for spirits of wood, 
and (2) for spirits which 

(a) have been mixed in the Netherlands, in 
accordance with the provisions obtaining 
there regarding exemption from excise duty, 
with wood spirit or with some other sub- 
stance officially recognised in the Netherlands 
for rendering spirits unfit for ordinary con- 
sumption ; 

(bd) have been made unfit for ordinary 
consumption in the Dutch Indies under the 
supervision of officials and in accordance 
with the regulations to be issued in regard to 
the same, by the addition of wood spirit or of 
another substance to be specified by the 
Governor-General ; 

(c) are to be used for the manufacture of 
vinegar. 

The Governor-General may alo order, 
subject to the necessary prescriptions, that 
paint and varnish, which have been prepared 
with spirits rendered unfit for ordinary con- 
sumption, may be admitted for importation 
on payment of the import duty which would 
otherwise be due on the paint according to 
the Tariff for paints: 

The import duty on sulphuric ether, chloro- 
form, and all other similar substances pre- 
pared from or with alcohol, is to be regulated 
by the Governor-General by Colonial Decree 
in accordance with the duty payable on im- 
portation of spirits. 

In case of distilled beverages being imported 
through customs houses other than those 
specially indicated by the Governor-General, 
they are to be dutiable as varnish and liquids 
assimilated thereto.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


The following is the substance of some decisions affecting the 
application of the United States Customs 
Tariff which have recently been issued by 
the Treasury Department at Washington :—

A protest making reasonable alternative claims, one of which 
as specifies the applicable rate of duty and the 
Veusanty: 96 paragraph of the law under which "the goods 
Protest. should have been classified, is held to be a 
sufficient compliance with the requirements of Section 14, Act of 
10th June, 1890. 

Protests stating that the reasons for the objection to the assess- 
ment made by the collector are that the goods are “ more aptly 
and specifically provided for” under other provisions of the tariff 
which are specified, is in form and substance a compliance with 
the requirement of the statute that the protest shall set forth 
therein distinctly and specifically the reason for the importer’s 
objection to the collector’s decision. 

Mocha hair on the skin.—The enumeration of ‘‘ wool” in para- 
graph 351 and elsewhere in the Tariff was not made in a generic 
sense, which includes all growth upon the skin of a sheep; and 
hair on Mocha sheepskins, which is commercially known and 
dealt in as ‘“‘ Mocha hair,” and not as wool, and which lacks the 
characteristics of wool, is not subject to such provisions, but, being 
still on the skin, should be regarded as a part of the skin and 
classified free of duty under paragraph 664, relating to “skins of 
all kinds, raw.” 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—continued. 
This reverses a previous decision on the same subject reported

1905.

crowing trade of the Netherlands with Brazil 
and the Argentine Republic. 

An agreement, for the ratification of which a Bill has been 
introduced into the States-General, has been entered into between 
the State and the Board of the National Steamboat Company 
(a company established in Amsterdam in 1905 with the object 
of rendering aid wherever the general interests of Dutch shipping 
are threatened), under which the State will grant an advance to 
the reconstructed “South America” Line of 3,000,000 florins, 
distributed over a period of fifteen years, viz., 300,000 florins 
during the first five years, 200,000 florins during the second 
five years, and 100,000 florins during the third five years. The 
Board of the National Steamboat Company have bound themselves 
to establish a company to which will be transferred the affairs, the 
rights and obligations of the South American line. The recon- 
structed line will probably be named ‘ Hollandsche Lloyd” and 
have a capital of 20,000,000 florins. The Board have undertaken 
to maintain a steamship service under the Dutch flag between 
the Netherlands, Brazil and the Argentine Republic. There are 
to be twenty-four voyages annually, with intervals of about 
fifteen days. During the first year twenty voyages will he 
sufficient. The steamers will have to run from Amsterdam or 
Rotterdam vid Rio de Janeiro, Buenos Ayres and Santos, or Rio 
Janeiro to Amsterdam or Rotterdam.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 
AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


According to the ‘ Australian Mining Standard,” Mr. H. Y. L. 
Brown, Government Geologist (South Australia), 
reporting on the discovery of monazite on 
Kangaroo Island, says:—‘“ The discovery of 
monazite has been made on the Eleanor River, 
three miles south of the telegraph line, about 28 miles westward 
from Kingscote. . . . I obtained a small quantity of the 
monazite sand resulting from the washing operations, and on 
examination and analysis, in addition to monazite and rutile, cer- 
tain small gems were found to occur in the finer silicious sand 
contained in the sample. . . . An analysis of the monazite 
crystals, separated by hand from the sand obtained, was made by 
Mr. Goyder, assayer and analyst, Adelaide, who reports that it 
contained 8-4 per cent. of thoria (oxide of thorium). Rutile is the 
most plentiful of the minerals found to occur here, and it probably 
exists in sufficient quantity in the drifts to be of economic value. 

I understand that the separation of the monazite from 
the other constituent minerals is practicable, and as the percentage 
of thorium oxide is high, it 1s possible that: marketable results may 
follow this find. The formation in which it occurs is of tertiary 
age, and occupies a considerable area of tableland country in the 
central portion of the island; it is similar in character to the 
‘deep leads’ in which gold is found, and should be prospected in 
the same manner, viz., by shafts, to trace the runs of wash dirt and 
determine the positions of the deeper ground, in which the richest 
deposits may be reasonably expected.”

HONG KONG, 


The report for 1906 on Hong Kong, recently issued by the Colonial 
Office, refers to the discovery of iron ore in 
the Colony, which competent engineers have 
reported to be present in large quantities. The 
mining lease of a square mile of territory in the Sha Tin District 
was granted by the Government to Sir Paul Chater, Kt., C.M.G.., 
on the 21st January last. Analysis shows that the ore is composed 
of magnetite iron ranging from 53 per cent. to 60 per cent. metal, 
entirely free from phosphorus or sulphur, and therefore the very 
best ore for the manufacture of steel. Japanese buyers are in 
treaty for the purchase of the ore, but the company, recently 
formed, desire if possible to establish smelting works in the 
Colony, and are now negotiating with English iron-masters on the 
subject. (Colonial Reports, Annual, 521.)

purchase of spares or renewals of parts of machinery buyers are not 
in favour of the American standard, and that American manufac- 
turers propose to adopt the British thread for the future.

JAPAN. 

The Acting British Consul-General at Yokohama (Mr. E. M. 

Hobart-Hampden) reports that owing to an 
Tin-plate Trade. unusual demand during the late war, caused 

by the increased output of tinned provisions, &c., 
large quantities of tin plates were imported into the country on 
speculation during 1905 with the result that in 1906 the supply 
greatly exceeded the demand, the import declined by 194,5711., 
and local prices fell far below replacing values. During the 
greater part of the year sales could not be made even at 12s. 1d. to 
12s. 6d. per box. There was a distinct improvement towards the 
end of the year, and in December 14s. 2d. to 14s. 7d. was freely 
offered, but even these prices were far below the current home 
quotations. 


The import of machinery in 1905, value 951,274/., was phenomenal, 

and was specially remarkable for the increases 
Machinery Trade. in electric motors and machine tools. In the 

latter item the high figures were fairly main- 
tained, but electric motors declined, and the total for machine 'v 
during 1906 fell to 848,509/., which figures are nevertheless far 
above om of years prior to 1905. § piuning machines advanced

BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE: 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 





on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may he 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, and Queensland, also the 
Governments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, have 
established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
at 75, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade 
matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about. 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.— For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘T'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &., &c. 

South Australia —The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, H.C. Mr. A. E. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts. 
of Produce. 

The South Australian Government intend very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department. 
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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES—continued. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, 8.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefiy occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
{India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘he “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The “ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, Hast Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
